It 
is in @anger of wasting itself in debate. But on 
the other hand, in this case i will have a definite 
subject matter before it to begin with, and it is 
possible to hope that it will develop leadership 
and a constructive «pirit. At worst we cannot 
see that any harm will come of its deliberations 
and it may be abie to determine on practical 
fneasures of the lavgest good to the city. Cer-

HB milk supply of Louisiana bas 


as dirty, 387 as slightly dirty, 429 as 
fairly clean, and 115 as clean. The aver- 
age bacterial count for all the samples 
was lower than the distribution of un- 
cleanliness would indicate. That average 
count was about half a million. The 
worst sample contained eleven million 
bacteria and the best two thousand. 
The effect of the Jersey cow is found 
in the averages for butter fat. The but- 
ter fat averaged well above 4 per cent, 
the maximum being 8.6 per cent. In no 
other part of the country is the milk so 
rich, The milk is so rich that forty- 
four of the 939 dairies were found to be 
watering the milk and six to be skim- 
ming off some of the cream. Sixty-one 
of the samples taken were found to be 
watered. Watering and skimming are 
means of cheating. Many of the dairies 
were found to be cheating by selling 
short measures. Two hundred milk bot- 
tles were found to give short measure.

The dairy cattle of Louisiana have 
very little tuberculosis. Of about. 37,000 
tested by the tuberculin test, less than 
900 reacted. That state could protect 
their farmers against bovine tuberculosis 
without great expense. Incidentally, tn 
doing so, they would lessen the amount 
of tuberculosis among people. 

The report does not say how much 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
septic sore throat, summer complaint, 
and tuberculosis in that state is caused 
by milk. 

While it estimates the amount of ef- 
fort that is made to keep the milk clean 
and cold, it does not tell how much use 
is made of the still more effective method 
for safety and protection—pasteurization.

Northwestern university, an eminent 
psychologist, who yesterday an- 
nounced his conclusions following 


years of experimenting with college 
athletes. During the war the Purple 
president was chief of the personnel 
bureau of the American army. 

Dr. Scott lists four essentials for 
successful competition in football. 
The first three—speed, strength and 
brains—are, as he points out, recog- 
nized by everyone, but the fourth—con- 
trol—is the one he has discovered by | 
his experiments and the one which | 
he believes to be the most vital. 

Only Athletes Have It. 

By control he means the power to 
throw 100 per cent of your energy into 
any contest at will. It is the most vari- 
able quality in the training of teams, 
he declares, and the one upon which 
the result hinges. 

His experiments prove that this 
ability, this talent, is possessed by 
athletes and athletes only. 
- In conducting his experiments Dr. 
Scott used an ordinary hand dynamo- 
instrument for recording 
strength. He desired to discover the 
“fatigue record” of athletes as com- 
pared with that of nonathletes. His 
findings were most peculiar. 

Dr. Scott first tested athletes on 
the apparatus. Some were football 
players, some runners. Part of his 
idea was to discover which runners 
should enter long distance events and 
which ones were more suited for the 
dashes. The instrument recorded the 
pounds of pressure each athlete could 
register by gripping the dynamometer 
each second. 

Athletes Show Fatigue. 


He discovered that invariably an 
athlete, after gripping the instrument 
each second for twenty seconds, was 
completely fatizued, unable to even 
open and shut his hand. 

He next used college girls and men 
who were not athletes for experimental 
purposes. It was discove.ed that while 
the pressure exerted was not as great 
as that ,ecorded by athletes, the 
precess would continue indefinitely. 
Te girls and nonathietes did not 
‘fatigue. : 

From these tests Dr. Scott arrived 
at his conclusion. He found that ath- 
letes were able to give their best on

From 
the standpoint of a great psychologist 
this is the distinguishing factor. 

Dr. Scott points out that the muscles. 
of the hand are among the most un- 
trained in the body, and consequent- 
ly fatigue easily. In a football game 
many muscles are brought into play. 
Because of this a player does not com- 
pletely wear out during a single game, 
but the principle applies nevertheless. 
All told the ball is in play only about 
twenty minutes during a game and 
by their ability to axert their su-! 
preme efforts in these twenty minutes 
players make themselves famous. 


Cheers Add Strength. 


It is also pointed out that many out- 
side influences bear directly . on 
strength. Dr. Scott has discovered 
that a few words from a coach notice- 
ably increase an athilete’s reactions 
while being tested. Also that school 
spirit,“the cheering at the game and 
the support of friends add greatly to 
the strength of players. 

Speed, according to Dr Scott, is a 
matter of reaction, and is absolutely 
essential. Some of his experiments 
were made about twenty years ago, 
when Walter Eckersall was in college. : 
He discovered, after timing this fleet 
athlete time after time in both foot- 
ball games and track meets, that he 
reacted a tenth of a second before 
any of his opponents—a matter of a, 
yard. If you tackle a yard too late. 
in a football game you have missed 
your mark entirely.
